The summons and com- 
plaint were served on Kennedy 
yesterday by Sheriff Fred Beley. 


The complaint carr-ies three 


counts in which it is recited that 
Kennedy is alleged to have called 
Briggs a "drunken bum"; that 
Kennedy is alleged to have sai<J: 
"He was drunk at South Janes- 
ville Sunday night * * * that, he 
threw beer bottles '* * *. that he 
showed ,his star and demanded 
beer" ;^that' Kennedy is—'alleged j 
to have said: "Briggs was in Ol- 
iver Grant's saloon and Grant 
threw him out." 


The ffrst count reads as follows:

the communication said, "shows there 
may have been some exaggeration, but 
it, i's certain that

truth remains which the Poles do not 
hesitate to recognize. 
We know with 
what en?rgy the French government 
defends the rights of all ethical ana 
religious minorities, "but unfortunately 
owing to a lack of publicity ofjdebales 
in the peace conference, Israelites of 
the world suppose that France has for- 
gotten liar traditional rola of defender 
of the oppressed, leaving their cause 
in- the hands of other representatives 
at the conference."

In • replying- M.. Pichon assured 
the 


deputies that the French government 
took the initiative at the beginning of. 
the peace conference to insure a. thor- 
ough examination of Jewish questions 
by the peace delegates. 


His letter pointed out that it would 


be most dangerous to create special 
privileges for Jews.

permanent protection,"

concluded. "Then French, government 
is ready to render homage to the role 
played by the great, allies in defense 
of oppressed minorities but cannot al- 
low i.t to be said that any preceded it 
in'this'direction."

NEW TOWN HIGHWAY 


SYSTEM PROVIDES 


FORJUPERVISOR

This is the third of a series of four 
articles covering the important: high- 
way legislation enacted by the IsilJ 
session of the legislature. 
There is a volume known 
as 
the 
Wisconsin Town .Laws, published in 
1917, containing .1470 pages, and here- 
in are contained the laws regarding 
town highways and bridges. The first 
were enacted in .1849. and. they have 
been added to from session .to session 
of the legislature since that time. Tho 
fundamental law governing- the main- 
tenance and 
construction 
of 
town 
roads and bfirlges, however, has re- 
mained the same until this session- of 
the legislature, when by the passage 
of bill number G33A, the town road 
laws are re-written so far as the man- 
agement of highway construction and 
maintenance is concerned. The change 
is an epochal one. 
Under tho old laV, the towns wore 


divided Into road districts, averaging- 
about, six miles 'of road each, which 
were in charge o't a. road district boss, 
sometimes called a pathmaster. 
The 


option was given to the town board -to 
provide that town road ta-ves should 
be paid in cash or worked out in la- 
bor 
Most of these taxes were worked 
out or su-pposed to be worked out in 
labor. 
There are 33,000 pathmasters 
or district road bosses In Wisconsin 
today, and -there is charged 
on 
tne 
town books $6,000,000 a year as road 
taxes paid. 
System Wa£ Wrong

commission. He may make arrange- 
ments for the appointment of as many
